Democrats deliver 
constitutional rebuke

WASHINGTON — The House of Repre- 
sentatives on Wednesday voted to impeach 
President Trump on charges that he abused 
his office and obstructed Congress, with 
Democrats declaring him a threat to the na- 
tion and branding an indelible mark on the 
most turbulent presidency of modern times. 

After 11 hours of fierce argument on the 
House floor between Democrats and Repub- 
licans over Trump’s conduct with Ukraine, 
lawmakers voted almost entirely along party 
lines to impeach him. Trump becomes the 
third president in history to face trial in the 
Senate — a proceeding that will determine 
whether he is removed from office less than 
one year before he stands for reelection. 

On Trump’s 1,062nd day in office, the 
Democratic-controlled House passed two ar- 


ticles of impeachment against him — abuse 
of power and obstruction of Congress — re- 
lated to attempts to withhold military aid to 
Ukraine and pressure its government to in- 
vestigate former vice president Joe Biden, a 
potential 2020 Democratic opponent. 

The House voted 230 to 197 to approve 
the article charging abuse of power, with the 
gavel falling about 8:30 p.m. On the obstruc- 
tion of Congress vote, which followed soon 
after, the tally was 229 to 198. 

All Republicans voted against both arti- 
cles. Among Democrats, two voted no on the 
first article and three on the second, with 
one — Representative Tulsi Gabbard of Ha- 
waii — voting “present” both times.
